PASSING OF CAPT E. RAYMOND HUDSON JR., DC, USN, RETIRED 

3 January 1934 - 14 December 2013 


Dr. E. Raymond Hudson Jr., DDS, Captain U.S. Navy, retired, died on Saturday, 
December 14, 2013, after a yearlong battle with Mesothelioma. He was born in 
Newport News, VA, January 3, 1934, the son of Elmer R. Hudson, Sr. and Emily 
(Saunders) Hudson. Ray graduated from Warwick High School in Newport News, 
VA, Class of 1951. For two summers, Ray worked as an apprentice in the Newport 
News Ship Yard after high school. From 1952 to 1956, he attended Lynchburg 
College in Lynchburg, VA receiving a BS degree. After Lynchburg College, Ray 
attended and graduated from Dental School at MCV in Richmond, VA. Ray 
married Gloria Anne Rattelade in 1958 and resided in Richmond for two years. 

He was commissioned by the U.S. Navy in 1960 and served for 33 years until his 
retirement. He and his family were stationed in Norfolk, VA in 1960, Virginia 
Beach, VA from 1961 - 1964, Naples, Italy from 1964 - 1967, Bethesda, MD from 1967 - 1970, Charleston, S.C. 
from 1970 - 1974, Naval Air Station Jacksonville, FL and Cecil Field Jacksonville, FL from 1974 - 1978, The 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, MD from 1978 - 1982, The Navy Base in Orlando, FL from 1982 - 1986, and once 
again at Cecil Field, Jacksonville, FL from 1986 - 1993. 
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Ray and Gloria eventually moved to Gainesville FL in 2009. He was a member of Queen of Peace Catholic 
Community. He enjoyed coin and stamp collecting, and the challenge of fine tuning his golf game. He is survived 
by his wife of 55 years, Gloria Hudson of Durham, N.C.; two daughters Kim Wietzke and husband Lenny of 
Gainesville, FL, Joan Silva and her husband Nathan of Altamonte Springs, FL, and son David Raymond Hudson 
and his wife Marie of Marietta, GA. He was blessed with 8 grandchildren.
